Makino a Fuss arout NoTiiiNr,. — The 
Norfolk IhraU (if tlie 2d ult. says: "A 
number of vm<dcmen, who are anient ai!- 
mirers of Heenan, met together yeslenhiy, 
and prooee'Jed to the Stone Bridge, where 
they fired a salnic of one lumJieil ymis in 
}i6nor of Heenun's victory over the cham- 
pion of Eii-iland. 'J'he party, howi-ver, hail 
a double jMirjiose in view. They wislieil to 
show their dfti'station of Mr. Juhii .Moriis- 
sey, the prize lii;liler. for his conduct to- 
wards Hcenaii, and accoidingly they aliived 
to a pole the efiigy of a man bearing a jila- 
card on its breast: ' Morrissey. the traitor.' 
After the salute in honor of Heenan had 
been fired, the effigy of Morrissey was sur- 
rourulod by a pile of shavings, and ignomi- 
niously committed to the flames A Xew 
York paper says : " John Morrissey, the \m- 
(jilist, arrived here on ihe 8th inst., and visit- 
ed several of his favorite haunts. He was 
coldly received by the 'fancy,' and it 
expected that he would be assaulted by 
some of the friends of Heenan now in the 
city. No disturbance took place, however." 

A DoDOK THAT wouldn't Work. — The

ThQ Closa Communioa Counoil. 

^hrenolpKy Holds that inordinate secret- 
ivencAs is an invariable characteristio of the 
craniums of all great criminnla,..judginfi 
merely from the do-nothingism of our "olo.'e 
communion" Council, this rule would fail; 
for during the last three months the sum oT 
their publio labors is represented by the 
Arabiy numcriil 0, — and yet the calibre of 
their bump of secreliveness is inordinate. 
Paradoxical as it may se^m to m-iku mas- 
terly inactivity" n crmt;, slill the craniolo- 
^u'al ■.ljji;uvery of Galliiud Spurzheim holds 
good when applied to our secret conclave, 
for their real crime is dereliction of duty — 
criminal neglect. They are guilty of doing 
nothing; and to do that, the Council doors 
are kept locked against repurters and the 
public. Their mighty littlenesses cannot al- 
io v the free' and invigorating air of publio 
opinion to rush into the mephitio atmos- 
phere in which they breathe, fur fear it 
woiild dispel their constitutional indolence 
ami impotence, and the place of their delib- 
erations ill reality become a Council Cham- 
ber. Whilst they prefer to hide from public 
gaze their movements — if iloing nothing for 
three months can be dignified to mean a 

Venice under the black mask of secrecy, 
yet they expect to ba venerated as a Colo- 
nial House of Lords. What line of argu- 
ment the patrician four adopt to Rhow them- 
selves entitled to that position, it IS impos- 
sible to discover. When men measure the 
political stature of their rulers in this prac- 
tical age, they ask what have they done ! 
Hy this rule the real or assumed greatness 
of our .secret conclave is easily te.sied ; and 
the re.sult of the aiialysi.s is " nothing." Of 
what uso, then, is the "close communion'' 
institution ? Verily, none whatever. They 
are not even " big men in a small comtnuiii- 
ty ;'' ibr they who are classed in that cate- 
gory usually do something to merit the 
nomenclature ; but the council of four 
drilled by a civilian branch of the Order of 
^ the Bath — do nothing. 

Admirers of the constitutional government 
of the Anglo-Saxoni eulogise an Uppei 
House as a legislative check. Were the 
eulogies applied to our Upper House, proof 
positive ol the truth could be given ; but in 
a way different from that usually implied. 
'Ours is a visible check to progress, and to 
the country; and is apparently as iion-pro- 
gr«?3sive as the Medes and I'er.sians," whose 
l.iws change not." Instead of acting an a 
("heck against eottrerae measures, whether 
democratical or aristocrutical, ill-judged or 
ill-advised, our illustrious nobility hav« 
spent three months without originating a 
sulitary measure lor the good of the country. 
No bill of supply need disturb their delibe- 
rations, as it is beyond their province or 
power to originate such. But many mea- 
■Kures of publio utility could have been 
originated and sent to the Lower'Uouso, not 
of a flnancial character; and yet they have 
brought forth nothing. To obviate the con- 
tintiance of such " masterly inactivity.", tlin 
fii^t .step t-hould be to throw open the cloors 
of the Council to reporters and the public. 
Subject the second estate to the prusciici) 
nf their masters, — the people; to the 
inlluence of public opinion ; to the criti- 
cism.i of the press. Were reporters 
admitted the public, would noon know 
whulher thd '■ c^iosn roinmiuiionislh'' wcni 
dend-and-iilive coiiiiciilois or not ; wliollier i 
their b imp of indoli'nco wa< o.roiiod by a wily I 
iniiiiipulalor ; whether ihey were puppets, 
nutomaiona, paraded to do (he behests uf 
an absoljte will,— and bend: their elastic 
necks, and turn heavenward, their unintel- 
ligent eyes, as the wires were pulled or the 
•pring (ouohed. Were the fourth estate— 
the press, the medium between the people 
and the great counod of a colony, a state, or 
a nation — allowed lo oliroiiicio their dciing'i 
it would immediately introilui'u a healthy 
(Mirrf'Ul of air into the Nliii;iiiiiit alinosplinn; 
ol lliu Counoil Clliliubi'', ilispiuftiii;; tliii

to witness Iheir deliberations, we can in no 
way allow oursidves to be tiepriveil of. It 
is Bri'.lsh ; it is liberly-lovitig ; it is our 
birthright; and there is no good reason why 
it should not be conceded to us. Reasons 
there are many, why it should be conceded, 
and why the Assembly as the exponents of 
the people should demand the opening of 
the Council doors. Past experience, shows 
that neither the Assembly nor people knew 
when a bill was passed or rejected. And 
yet in England even the .sweep could know 
how legislation progressed in the House of 
Lords; whilst in this patty colony no one 
can discover a movement of the Coun- 
cil except by gubernatorial permission. 
Are Knglishmeii, because lliey make their 
homes tiere, to be treated to a subordin- 
nio position to what.they held in Eng- 
land or in other colonies 1 Such a ques- 
lion is too preposterous to be a^tpitted ; and 
yet there ia' no denying that th^y are treated 
to a subordinate place;^ The Council ,i^ but 
the servant of the people. The' pbople are 
their masters.. The masters want; to know 
what their servants are doing ' what they 
qualified to do '.• Whetlier it is composed uf 
the proper elements to answer their service 1 
or whether but a fossil Council fitted only 
for the cabinet of !i virtuoso, rather than 
that of a Colonial liovcriior ] Till the 
doors of the Coniicil are upcnetl to the press 
and the public, none of these queries will 
be fairly answered. So, the sooner the 
" close communion'j is rendered less of 
an exoluaiye oligarchy, the battar. for them- 
selves and the country.

Making. 

We have been to considerable trouble in 
obtaining an accurate list of wages paid 
to mechanics and others in Victoria, and 
items connected therewith, which may 
prove of interest to our numerous readers. 
It will be observed that many of tho triulos 
(such as jewellers, watchmakers, saddlers, 
mouldors, etc.,) are not enumerated below, 
which is owing to tho fact that, although 
work of the desoiiption is petfornied here, 
it is done entirely by mechanics who have 
started in business for theni^elves, and 
who arc enabled to do all their own work ; 

Bakkks. — Hakers who understand their 
business thoroughly are paid $60 a month 
and boarded. There are several engnged 
however, at a much less figure— say, 840 
per month. . ■ , , 

Barkeepers. — Receive from §40toS75 
per month, with board. 

BuTCHBRS. — The averarje paid to butch- 
ers is .about 860 per month and board. 
Some one or two, bding good hands, are 
paid much more ; but we 
tiie avefago.' ' • 

Blacksmiths. — This class of mechanics 
are paid S4 per item for the work they per- 
form, and have been pretty fully employed 
for the past few months. 
• - B-LAcKSMiTii's Helpbrs.— Blacksmith's 
Helpers receive'82 50 per day. 

Boiler Makers.— Have been steadily 
employed and are paid at the rate of 84 per 
day. 

3RICKI.AYERS. — Good hands are receiv- 
ing $5 per Jay, and are just now, owing Jo 
llitf -hu mbet 6i* 'D'ricic bu 1 lVl"i ngs under way, 
fully employed. There are limes, however, 
when this species of work is dull. 

Brickmakers.— There are several kilns 
Jn the vicinity of Victoria, now busily on- 
gafted in burninir brick ; and hands having; 
a thorough knowledge of the business re- 
ceive SGO to S70 per month with board. 
Laborers in the yards are paid S3i) per 
month and board. Jlosl of the rough woik 
however, is performed by Indians, who re- 
ceive S20 per month :ind tliid them.iclves. 

Cooks. — Cuoks in ri'slauranl.s are paid by 
the month ftotn SfiO to SSO with board ; the 
latter l)Kiii'_' the ina.viinnni (igure. 

(".\ni'i;NTKii''. — A few can be found to 
wnrk for S3 00 per day : but the wages gen- 
erally demanded are $4. There seems to 
ba no lack of carpenters just now, notwith- 
standing the great amount of- building ro- 
ing on. 

Coopers.— If regularly employed 850 per 
month and found ; if working by the piece, 
from 84 to 85 per day. There is not a great 
deal of work doing at the various cooperages 
just now; and many-of the hands have left 
for New Westminster to make barrels in 
which to pack salmon. 

Carriage Makers.— If steadily cm- 
ployed, could make about S4 per day ; but 
work is uncertain, and the average amount 
earned is from S2 to S.*) per ilay. 

Caulkehs— Have been bu.sily empoyed 
this season, :it S5 per day. Tliere arc 
timr:.-. however, as in ino.st other trade.s 
when work is scarce. 

Farriers. — Very irregularly employed ; 
when needed, receive S3 per day. 

Glaziers. — Are paid at the rate of S4 per 
day, with irregular emplojtneril. 

Laborers.— There is no lack of laborers 
in Victoria. The highest wages paid white 
laborers is ?2 50 per day, and S2 is most 
commonly the rate. The most of the labor- 
ing work about town i.s performed by In- 
dians,, who are gt'nerally well hati.'-fied with 
from 50 cents per day to S20 per month and 
board themselves.

The 
mosi-rocenl instaiiea is cnoof a very he.Trl- 
reriditag nature, of which you may possibly 
hiivu'had some hint already in dispatches 
frotn'^Liverpool. Briefly told, itie story is 
thisisThe Great Tasmania, a Iroop ship,

• having -left Calcutta on the I7ih of Novem- 
ber last, with twenty officeris, 17 women, 21 

• children, and 965 privates, drafted from 
nearly ■every regiment in the service. The 

I'men were allowed opportunity of making 
: away^w<^•.h nearly all their clothing for drink 
beforeibeiiig embarked, and with constitu- 
I ti(ii|8%ittl^i' enieebled, and wbh only the 

• ■BBmiiiierclothing of India on their persons, 
I 'they were sent to face the wintry seas of 
li Britain. Worse still : the stores sent with 

I them" were found to be neady all useless. 
K'Foui' days after leaving Calcutta, thti beef 
V was id'isoovered to be in a putrid state, and 
V'h&d'tft'bo thrown overboard. The preserved 
vcEeWWes were no better.v^i Xhe w»ter was 
black and rusty. The biscuit swarmed 
with mag<i,ots, and 30,000 pounds of it had to 
be condemned, thrown overboard or used 
lufor ballast. The very lime juice was ailul- 
X t«*lfed and useless. Of course, scurvy and 
. dysentery soon appeared on board, Fifiy- 
1 twoio* the men died on the passage. Three 
t hunikad of them were in the worst ;ilatB of 
.• distjere when the vessel reached port, and 
had to be removed to the hospi;al. One 
ii.mn:! died in the conveyance in which lie 
being removed, and eleven have since 
. di^d. A coroner's jury has sat upon the 
.ideiiths at Liverpool, and a verdict has been 
. neturued acquitting the ofiictrs oi" tlie ship, 
l*Ul strongly condi tniiiiig the authorities ai 
Calcutta. The case has been brought be- 
rrforethe House of Commons, and the Indian 
.tMinister has intimated that the most search-
